To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough,  County  of 
Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  Child's  Opera  House  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday  the  eighth  day  of  March  next  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following 
subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years, 
Town  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Highway  Agent,  Town 
Clerk  and  Chief  of  Police  for  one  year,  Trustee  of  the 
Fuller  Public  Library  for  two  years.  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  for  three  years  and  all  other  necessary  town  of- 
ficers or  agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  town  officers  to  the 
auditors,  the  reports  of  the  auditors,  agents,  committees  or 
other  town  officers  herefore  chosen  or  appointed  and  to 
pass   any   vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  town  officers'  salaries,   town   officers'   expenses, 


Community  Building,  appropriations  for  street  lights,  and  all 
current  expenses  of  the  town  and  such  amounts  as  may  be 
necessary  to  apply  upon  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
town  debt. 

Article  4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  building  and  repairing  of  highways,  bridges 
culverts    and    sidewalks. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.00  for  Memorial  Day  purposes. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1000  to  be  applied  upon  the  account 
of   the   Hillsboro   District  Nursing   Association. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  and 
empower  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses  of  the  town  and 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  exceeding  one-hundredth  of  one  per 
cent  (1|100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation  for  the  purpose 
of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunape  Region  Association,  the  sum  of 
$269.00 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $60.00  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  Town  Clock,  so-called,  on  Smith  Memorial  Church. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purpose  of  co-operating  with 
the  State  and  Federal  governments  in  the  control  of  the 
White  Pine  Blister  Rust  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 


Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00  to  be  used  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  Grimes  Field. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $500  for  the  support  of  band  concerts 
for  the  coming  season. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $700  for  the  salary  of  an  extra  police 
officer  for  four  months  in  the  summer,  said  officer  to  be 
hired  by   the  Chief  of  Police. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  twenty-five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500.- 
00)  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  individuals  who 
contributed  toward  the  purchase  of  the  Max  Israel  land,  so 
called,  for  the  State  Armory.  Said  money,  if  so  voted,  to 
be  paid  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Armory  Land  Committee 
for  individual  payments. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  request  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  make  a  complete  reappraisal  of 
the  lands  and  buildings  within  the  town,  to  equalize  valua- 
tions in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  to  appropriate  money 
for  this  purpose. 

Article  18.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  the  Town 
Dump. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  so- 
called  non-partisan  ballot  system  as  provided  for  in  Chap- 
ter 34,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  Articles  112,  113, 
114,  115,  116,  117,  118,  119,  and  120  inclusive. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  and  appropriate 
$2000  for  the  establishment  of  a  garbage  and  rubbish  col- 
lection service.  Provided  that  the  State  Legislature  has; 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting,  enacted  a  statute,  authoriz- 
ing a  town  to  expend  money  for  such  purpose. 

Aricle  21.  To  see  if  the  town  wiU  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  simi  of  $500.00  for  the  support  of  the  Fuller 
Public  Library. 


Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  observe,  during 
the  month  of  August,  1949,  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Old 
Home  Week,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
therefor. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1800.00  to  aid  the  Concord  Hospital 
at  Concord,  N.  H. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  advisability  of  acquiring  the  Maple 
Avenue  Cemetery  and  the  Mary  C.  Atwood  Farm  for  town 
cemetery  purposes  and  to  report  its  findings  back  to  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

Article  25.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

GENERAL  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hillsboro  Town 
School  District: 

It  is  the  job  of  the  school  administrator  to  take  an 
active  part  in  the  job  of  improving  educational  services 
in  the  community.  It  is  his  job  to  courageously  and  fear- 
lessly challenge  the  entire  community  to  provide  for  its 
children  the  very  best  education  that  it  can  afford.  The 
good  administrator  is  not  concerned  with  just  "getting  by". 
Nor  should  he  mislead  the  community  into  thinking  it  has 
excellent  schools  when  it  really  has  schools  that  are  less 
than  they  ought  to  be  and  could  be.  It  is  his  job  to  demand 
and  fight  for  adequate  school  funds  when  they  are  needed. 

The  efforts  of  a  good  administrator  are  bent  solely  on 
providing  worthwhile  school  living  for  boys  and  girls.  For 
our  purposes  we  organize  them  as  follows: 

1.  For  each  child,  rich  and  purposeful  living-learning 
experiences. 

2.  For  each  child,  living  with  others,  both  children  and 
adults,  who  are  most  able  to  increase  the  range  and  value 
of  his  experiences. 

3.  For  each  child,  the  best  physical  environment  for 
effective    learning. 

It  is  with  topic  3.  that  I  am  most  concerned  in  this  re- 
port. We  have  spent  some  time  now  trying  to  decide  how 
to  improve  the  school  housing  conditions  in  this  area  and  no 
matter  where  we  start  or  end,  there  is  only  one  solution- 
BUILD-a  new  school  house  to  replace  the  four  we  now 
have. 

The  present  structures  are  not  suitable  for  the  develop - 
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ment  of  good  physical  or  mental  health  in  our  pupils. 
None  of  the  schools  have  a  water  supply,  healthful  plumb- 
ing or  heating,  and  other  sanitary  features.  The  lighting  is 
exceptionally  poor  in  all  of  them  and  creates  a  hazard  to 
the  pupil's  eyesight  and  general  health.  The  playground 
area  is  poor.  It  is  very  wasteful  of  teacher  energy  to 
house  all  eight  grades  in  each  school.  We  have  had  com- 
plaints of  questionable  sex  interests  among  the  pupils  at 
three  of  the  four  schools.  These  unnatural  acts  are  due  to 
the  intolerable  school  housing  conditions  more  than  any- 
thing else.  By  keeping  your  children  in  those  schools  you 
are  guilty  of  creating  possible  problem  children,  who  may 
not  make  their  marks  for  five  or  six  years. 

It  is  easy  for  an  administrator  to  become  bitter  when 
■discussing  a  problem  such  as  this  for  he  knows  that  he  is 
waging  a  battle  that  you  parents  and  neighbors  should  be 
fighting,  for  they  are  YOUR  children  and  you  do  know 
that  these  problems  exist  and  you  do  know  the  reasons  they 
exist. 

Your  school  board  has  courageously  listed  the  necessary 
articles  in  your  warrant  to  allow  them  to  go  ahead  and  build 
for  you  and  your  children  a  school  of  which  you  can  be 
proud.  It  took  a  lot  of  thought  on  the  part  of  your  board. 
You  elected  them  to  provide  leadership  in  education  for 
you.  The  question  now  comes  to  you,  CAN  YOU  FACE 
THE  ISSUE  SQUARELY? 

It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  serve  your  community  and 
school  board  during  the  past  year.  I  should  like  to  also 
thank  the  pupils  and  teachers  for  their  outstanding  spirit  of 
cooperation.

THE  GENERAL  REPORT 

As  I  pointed  out  in  last  year's  report,  a  good  school 
system  must  have  clearly  defined  purposes.  These  purposes 
must  grow  out  of  the  minds  of  all  the  people  who  are  deal- 
ing with  schools.  The  nature  of  education  is  such  that  a 
great  deal  of  flexibility  must  be  allowed.  Rapid  changes  in 
the  social  and  economic  life  of  the  people  necessitate  adapt- 
ability in  our  programs.  It  is  therefore  of  great  importance 
that  we  recognize  that  any  philosophy  of  education  to  be  ef- 
fective must  be  continuously  reviewed  and  altered  in  the 
light  of  new  developments. 

People  in  Hillsboro  have  been  increasingly  sympathetic 
and  understanding  of  our  school  problems.  Such  interest 
forces  us  to  realize  mutual  problems  between  school  and 
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communiiy  and  to  solve  them  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  the 
pupil  which  is  our  sole  reason  for  organization  as  a  school 
district. 

The  following  report  is  full  of  statistics  but  should  answer 
many  questions  concerning  our  schools.  The  school  board 
ana  faculty  have  been  most  cooperative  in  promoting  better 
public  relations  between  the  school  and  the  community. 
There  is  much  to  be  done.  These  tables  serve  to  illustrate 
the  more  important  statistical  features  of  our  program  oper- 
ation. 

THE  SCHOOL  PLANT 

At  the  High  School,  we  have  made  certain  necessary 
changes  including  new  electrical  wiring  which  was  long 
overdue,  and  gas  service  to  the  home  economics  and  chem- 
istry laboratories.  Neither  laboratory  is  modem  enough  for 
present  standards  but  needed  renovations  would  be  very 
costly  and  should  await  a  decision  as  to  the  probability  of  a 
cooperative  high  school.  The  school  lacks  a  satisfactory  stage, 
dressing  rooms  and  physical  education  rooms.  The  building 
is  usable  the  way  it  is  and  your  school  board  is  doing  a 
good  job  of  maintaining  it  on  a  minimum  budget. 

We  have  been  able  to  better  equip  the  courses  during 
the  last  two  years  and  this  has  been  of  great  value  to  the 
teaching  staff. 

The  elementary  building  is  of  course  obsolete.  It  is  usable 
but  it  is  not  worth  trying  to  redesign.  We  must  obtain  new 
furniture  for  it  very  soon  to  replace  the  present  furniture 
whiiih  is  of  the  immobile,  archaic  type.  A  solution  of  the 
problem  of  a  cooperative  high  school  would  bring  to  a  head 
the  problem  of  a  functional  elementary  program.  Neither 
building  has  adequate  recreational  or  instructional  facilities 
at  the  present  time. 

WHAT  PRICE  DO  WE  PAY? 

We  are  constantly  being  warned  about  the  increasing 
cost  of  education  everywhere  in  the  nation.  Here  in  Hillsboro 
it  is  not  as  bad  as  rumor  often  finds  it.  I  have  added  here  a 
table  of  the  tax  rates  in  this  district  in  order  to  refresh  our 
memories.  I  am  not  thereby  advocating  higher  rates  but  only 
a  reasonable  attitude  towards  education  as  a  whole. 

The  following  table  shows  a  breakdown  of  tax  rates  in 
Hillsboro  from  1943  through  1948.  It  will  be  seen  that  while 
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the  rate  for  town  government  operations  has  increased  61% 
over  the  1943  figure,  the  rate  for  school  operation  in  the 
Special  district  has  been  DECREASED  10%  over  the  1943 
figure.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  consumer  price  index 
shows  that  the  goods  we  could  purchase  for  one  dollar  in 
1938,  cost  $1,234  in  1943  and  cost  $1,628  in  1948.  On  this 
basis  just  to  provide  the  same  school  tax  rate  in  the  Special 
District  in  1948  as  was  raised  in  1943,  the  rate  would  be 
$4,607  instead  of  $2.54  per  hundred  dollars  of  valuation. 
These  same  tables  show  that  where  it  cost  $1009  for  per- 
sonal consumption  expenditures  in  1938,  it  cost  $2,433  in 
1948.  These  figures  reveal  some  of  the  financial  problems  of 
school  operation  in  these  times.  Since  property  owners  are 
bearing  a  heavy  tax  burden  all  ready,  it  is  necessary  to  shift 
some  of  the  increased  school  costs  to  other  agencies  such  as 
the  state  and  federal  government  which  have  sources  of 
taxation  other  than  real  estate. 

Everywhere  schools  are  being  ridiculed  as  being  inef- 
ficient but  money  makes  the  school  operate  just  as  a  car 
needs  gas.  It  should  be  clear  to  everyone  that  we  are  actual- 
ly operating  with  far  less  REAL  income  because  of  the 
higher  prices.  The  point  which  is  most  serious  is  that  in 
most  communities,  there  are  important  property  owners 
who  know  that  higher  property  taxes  would  be  confiscatory, 
that  schools  must  have  more  money  just  to  hold  their  own, 
that  state  and  federal  funds  are  the  only  solution,  and  yet 
vociferously  they  proclaim  a  yearning  to  go  back  to  the 
horse  and  buggy  days  of  strictly  local  property  taxes. 
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A  COOPERATIVE  PLAN. 

Occasionally,  during  the  past  we  have  tried  to  study  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  of  a  cooperative  school  district. 
As  pointed  out  above,  the  fundamental  problem  is  to  build 
your  schools  on  as  broad  a  tax  base  as  possible  in  order  to 
stabilize  the  income  of  the  district.  What  constituted  a  stable 
tax  unit  for  school  purposes  in  1890  is  no  longer  adequate 
to  maintain  a  suitable  school  unit.  Vast  technological  dis- 
coveries have  been  made  which  have  changed  the  whole 
concept  of  living.  This  is  beyond  our  control.  Areas  such  as 
ours  must  eventually  reorganize  or  fall  into  discard  just  as 
the  little  old  red  schoolhouse  did.  Sentimentality  is  a  com- 
forting generality  but  doesn't  provide  necessary  leadership. 
A  cooperative  school  unit  would  provide  a  more  stable  tax 
unit  besides  enlarging  the  capabilities  of  the  school  to  better 
educate  its  pupils  for  living. 

There  are  innumerable  studies  which  show  that  the  best 
educational  units  are  in  the  areas  which  are  most  properous. 
They  are  most  properous  because  they  are  best  educated. 
This  area  is  now  a  community  which  reaches  out  perhaps 
five  times  farther  than  it  did  in  1890.  Therefore  it  is  de- 
pendent on  the  prosperity  of  the  whole. 

Your  cooperative  committee  needs  more  time  for  an  ade- 
quate study.  It  needs  to  be  asked  pointed  questions  so  that  it 
can  find  the  proper  answers. 

TEACHER  SALARY  STUDY 
As  a  whole,  salaries  in  our  schools  are  comparable  to 
similar  schools  in  the  state.  This  means  that  we  will  have 
to  follow  closely  whatever  salary  trends  take  place  else- 
where to  maintain  our  staff.  The  following  tables  illustrate 
our  reative  positions  in  the  salary  study.

The  districts  selected  for  the  above  tables  are  those  with 
conditions  most  nearly  like  ours.  All  of  the  districts  in  the 
elementary  tables  do  not  have  high  schools  or  have  much 
smaller  high  schools,  than  that  of  Hillsboro  High.  These 
tables  illustrate  the  fact  that  we  will  have  to  make  further 
sacrifices  to  maintain  salary  schedules  comparable  to  similar 
school  systems.  It  is  not  good  for  any  system  to  constantly 
lose  experienced,  successful  teachers  and  replace  them  with 
inexperienced  teachers,  no  matter  how  willing  the  new 
teacher  is. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  ACHIEVEMENT  STUDY 

Three  years  ago,  we  initiated  a  study  of  the  achievements 
of  the  high  school  pupils  in  the  various  so-called  academic 
fields.  For  purposes  of  this  program  we  lumped  all  the  ma- 
terials in  History,  Civics,  etc.,  into  what  is  currently  called 
Social  Studies  by  most  educators.  To  measure  the  actual 
achievement  of  each  pupil,  we  employed  the  Science  Re- 
search Associate  of  Chicago  and  used  their  batteries  of  Iowa 
Tests  of  Educational  Development.  Pupils  were  tested  for 
two  days  in  the  fall  of  each  year.  The  tests  were  administer- 
ed under  the  direction  of  the  Headmaster  and  were  returned 
to  Chicago  to  be  corrected. 

An  individual  graph  of  the  test  results  of  each  pupil 
was  returned  to  the  school  to  be  used  for  guidance  pur- 
poses, and  also  a  school  summary  of  the  work  in  each  grade. 
The  names  of  each  test  area  are  listed  below  in  Table  I  and 
each  test  numbered.  The  following  tables  refer  back  to 
these  same  numbers  of  the  tests. 

I  have  included  the  following  summary  tables  of  the  test 
results  to  show  that  we  have  overcome  a  tremendous  lag  in 
the  achievement  of  the  pupils  in  their  school  work,  through 
the  various  policy  changes  at  the  school.  Education  is  not 
fixed  and  therefore  must  be  a  changing  process.  The  amount 
of  change  at  any  one  time  is  our  greatest  problem. 

In  looking  at  these  tables,  the  test  results  are  listed  in 
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percentiles.  For  example  in  Table  I,  grade  9  has  a  percentile 
score  of  6  in  test  No.  1  which  covered  their  background  in 
social  studies.  This  percentile  of  6  indicates  that  94%  of  the 
grade  9's  across  the  nation  had  a  better  social  studies  back- 
ground when  they  came  into  the  9th  grade  than  did  our 
pupils. 

The  composite  score  is  arrived  at  by  weighing  the  first 
eight  tests  according  to  their  importance  and  obtaining  an 
average.  These  composite  scores  are  also  computed  in  Chi- 
cago. A  perfectly  average  class  would  have  a  percentile 
score  of  50.  Better  than  average  would  require  a  percentile 
above  50.  Table  IV  shows  that  the  composite  percentile  of 
the  first  senior  class  in  the  study  was  quite  low  and  that  the 
last  one  was  nearly  an  average  percentile  group.

Achievement  in  these  areas  are  distinct  marks  of  ac- 
complishment for  a  school.  However,  accomplishment  in  the 
fields  of  vocational  training,  health  programs  and  character 
and  citizenship  training  are  rated  equally  as  high  in  im- 
portance by  most  educators.  At  Hillsboro  we  have  struggled 
to  balance  the  pupil  program  in  the  different  areas  to 
definitely  develop  the  pupils  instead  of  having  them  flounder 
around.  We  have  made  distinct  progress  in  achievement  as- 
noted  here,  vocational  experiences  are  being  broadened  for 
our  pupils,  they  have  won  great  respect  for  their  sports- 
manship and  ability  in  the  various  physical  education  pro- 
grams and  we  are  working  on  the  more  elusive  character 
training  program. 

We  have  made  a  preliminary  survey  of  achievements  in 
the  elementary  programs.  As  indicated  in  the  surveys  above, 
we  are  unbelievably  weak  in  social  studies  background  at 
the  grade  level.  This  is  probably  due  to  obsolete  methods 
and  materials.  The  State  Board  of  Education  sponsored  a 
workshop  at  Henniker  last  October,  to  help  bring  our 
teachers  into  these  problems.  Most  of  the  state  has  been 
dormant  on  the  problem  for  some  years. 

We  have  recently  obtained  some  new  material  for  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades.  It  is  insignificant.  We  need  new  furn- 
iture, new  visual  aids  and  costly  reference  materials.  We 
are  slowly  overcoming  these  serious  deficiencies.  Coupled 
with  these  will  have  to '  come  a  new  understanding  of  the 
townspeople  and  parents  as  to  the  goals  of  a  modem  social 
studies  program.  All  these  factors  put  into  play  will  serve 
to  bring  that  percentile  of  6  in  the  above  tables  up  to  a 
presentable  average  for  future  9th  graders  in  our  schools. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  teachers, 
pupils  and  parents  for  their  earnest  cooperation  in  promoting 
good  education  in  this  community.  The  job  is  demanding  of 
all  of  them  and  deserves  so  much  more  credit  than  is  usual- 
ly given  to  such  public  servants.

My  dear  Mr.  McCormack: 

The  aim  of  our  high  school  is  education  for  good  living. 
To  this  end,  we  are  striving  to  give  each  student  the  neces- 
sary information,  to  encourage  him  to  form  good  habits,  at- 
titudes and  ideals  that  he  may  live  a  happy  useful  life  to 
the  extent  of  his   capacities. 

In  shaping  our  curriculum  to  meet  this  aim,  we  have  in- 
troduced the  following: 

1.  A  three  hour,  federally  aided  shop  course  for 
boys.  This  course  offers  fundamentals  of  auto  mechan- 
ics, electricity,  welding,  metal  turning,  forging,  wrought 
iron  work  and  soldering 

2.  An   expansion   of  the   Home   Economics   Course. 
This  permits  a  girl  to  elect  a  home  making  course  in    . 
each  of  her  four  years  in  high  school. 

3.  Physical  Education  for  boys  and  girls.  All  our 
boys  and  girls  (except  the  three  hour  shop  boys)  par- 
ticipate in  regularly  scheduled  physical  education  classes, 
three  times  a  week. 

4.  Individual  remedial  development.  Some  of  our 
pupils  have  poor  reading  habits.  A  substantial  individual 
effort  is  being  made  to  correct  these  reading  habits. 

5.  Work  experience.  All  our  senior  commercial  girls 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  try  out  their  skills  in  work 
experience  in  our  community.  We  appreciate  the  coopera 
tion  of  the  business  and  professional  men  in  providing 
work  experiences. 

The  innovations  listed  above  and  an  enthusiastic,  sincere 
faculty  have  combined  to  offer  each  one  of  our  183  junior 
and  senior  high  school  pupils  an  excellent  opportunity  to 
secure  a  modem  education. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  an  increasing  number  of 
our  boys  and  girls  are  continuing  their  education  after 
graduation.  Thirteen  of  last  year's  graduating  class  of  thirty- 
four  pupils  are  enrolled  in  advanced  schools.  In  addition, 
seven  other  boys  are  in  schools  conducted  by  the  U.  S.  Army 
Air  Force  and  the  U.  S.  Marines.  Thus,  fifty-eight  percent  of 
last  year's  Seniors  are  receiving  advanced  instruction.  We 
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must  continue  to  provide  a  sound  background  for  our  boys 
and  girls,  that  they  may  be  prepared  for  advanced  instruc- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  school  tax  for  1949-50  will  be 
practically  the  same  as  last  year.  This  is  assuming  that 
there  is  received  in  state  funds  an  amount  ($13,000)  equal 
to  that  granted  us  in  each  of  the  last  two  years. 

To  make  it  possible  for  students  to  use  electric  motors 
in  the  shop  and  electric  ranges  in  the  home  economics 
laboratory,  it  was  necessary  to  do  a  rewiring  job  at  the 
high  school.  Any  improvement  in  the  practical  arts  pro- 
gram we  feel  greatly  benefits  those  students  going  from 
school    directly    to    jobs. 

In  view  of  the  general  shortage  of  teachers  everywhere, 
it  is  important  that  we  continue  to  pay  salaries  adequate  to 
compete  with  other  schools  for  efficient  teachers. 

Through  the  results  of  the  Iowa  Educational  Develop- 
ment tests  (a  standardized  test  showing  a  comparison  of 
our  students  with  the  average  in  the  U.  S.)  there  has  been 
shown  continued  improvement  in  the  scores  of  our  schools 
for  the  second  consecutive  year.  These  results  are  tabulated 
in    the    superintendent's    report. 

We  are  planning  changes  in  the  classroom  lighting  facili- 
ties. Also  a  start  will  be  made  to  modernize  the  rooms  at 
the  grammar  school  through  better  ventilation,  corrected 
seating  arrangements,  and  new  paint  jobs  to  make  a  more 
cheerful  atmosphere.  Roofs  at  the  high  school  will  have  to 
be  repaired   and  the  parking   area   should   be   graded. 

Our  meetings  are  held  regularly  on  Wednesday  of  the 
first  full  week  of  each  month.  We  welcome  any  citizens 
of  the  Hillsboro  Special  District  who  wish  to  discuss 
problems   concerning  the  schools.
